Librarian’s Report. 


The Lisbon Public library was opened to the citizens of 
Lisbon Jan. 1 1899. ‘The rooms used are those belonging to 
the Lisbon Village Library association, which had been hand- 
somely fitted up with all the necessaries for a perfect library 
equipment. 

The number of volumes owned by the association was 2,050, 
exclusive of state and government reports. Number of volumes 
added in 1899, 288. Number of state and government reports, 
300, not including pamphlets and maps. ‘Total number of vol- 
umes, 2638. 

Six magazines have been taken by the library for use in the 
reading room. One hundred dollars’ worth of books have been 
received from the state. 

The number of borrowers from the library has increased 
from one hundred and thirty-five to four hundred and ninety. 
The library has been classified according to the Cutter system, 
and a card catalogue will soon be completed for the use of the

patrons of the library.
